‘fire protection for the Indians. ’

NEW YORK—Russia made her opening 
move of the year in the all-important question 
of disarmament when she announced a reduc- 
tion in forces of 300,000 men. Disarmament 
is expected to continue to 
be the critical subject 
occupying the United Na- 
tions during this first year 
of the space age. Hopes 
are cautiously high. 

Next in importance you 
might list that gaggle of 
problems which can be 
lumped under “world eco- 
nomy.” + In many respects 
this is connecte@>with dis 
armament and the power Burke 
struggle, much more closely than many 
people imagine. This is the area where a 
new Communist offensive is clearly under 
way. . 

On the Russian disarmament move, the 
reaction at the Uniteq Nations was varied. 
Afro-Asians representatives generally wel 
comed the Russian move. NATO members 
were more reserved with the Americans 
apparently reacting negatively. 

Reports from Washington termed the 
Russian move as “propaganda” and pointed 
out that the Russians were making a “uni- 
lateral” move. They pointed out that there 
Wwas.no way of verifying the Russian move. 


DEEDS NOT WORDS 

This reaction disappointed 
because, among other things 
contradict earlier American demands that 
the Russians prove their sincerity through

Other inspectors would have to 
scour the world looking for hidden sites. 
Clearly this is impossible even supposing the 
Russians and the American Congress would 
permit it. Stress now is on finding simpler, 
first stage areas where agreement might be 
reached.” Agreement’ to keep troops and 
weapons out of certain areas, for example. 

Behind alj this manoeuvering, planning, 
and hoping lies the driving force of the 
world’s economy, the area in which the new 
Communist offensive is opening up. 

Roughly speaking there are three great 
areas in the world economy—the West, 
Communist Bloc and the Afro-Asian coun- 
tries (with South America in @ sort of mid- 
way position between the West and the 
Afro-Asians.)

The Old Leader 
Takes His Bow

LIBERAL, CONVENTION HALL, Ottawa—Tues- 
day night the Liberal convention heard the parting 
advice of its old leader Louis St. Laurent.
